1. Applicant's arguments, filed 7/29/2003, with respect to claims 1-17 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 1-17 have been withdrawn. Claims 1-17 
are in allowable form. 

2. Applicant's argument's with respect to claim 18 have been fully considered and are not 
persuasive. The applicant's asserts that claim 18 has been amended to recite the portable unit 
within the control device having the display for the control device. However, the examiner 
asserts that the claim language does not read precisely on that. The examiner suggests an 
examiner's amendment to put claim 18, and its dependent claims, in condition for allowance. 
The applicant's representative agreed as indicated in the examiner's amendment.
